Growing Industries in Florida.

ble for Florida to furnish nearly all of 
the tropical and semi-tropical fruits 
constitut'd here, not w it list audiny this 
is one of thy greatest fruit -consuming 
countries in the world. There a re one 
or two other industries, however, 
vvInch are i ecmvany increased at lent ion 
taieb yt-ar in Florida. nyd which will 
doubtless add vcry materially to the 
prosperity of the State, 

A correspondent of a New York 
newspaper, writ jug from Florida, calls 
attention to the coral ami spouye 
industries, and points out that the 
I'liited Stales already yetH.m*arly all 
of its coral from the soul hern coast of 
Florida, and that the prospects are 
that Florida’s export coral trade will 
he greatly increased. Her supply of 
coral is almost inexhaust ihle, and as
